$575,905. the unusual combination of an increase of over 
$389,000. in the City's net budget and severe demands on 
the city's revenue surplus funds, all combined to effect an 
increase of $6.50 over the tax rate of the previous year.

received a report from State Tax Commission that a study 
made in 1964 by the Commission of some 150 sales showed 
that the "ration of Assessment to Market Value'' as repre- 
sented by these sales averaged 42% of Full 100% FAIR 
MARKET VALUE and that therefore this percentage was now 
to be used in the determination of Veterans Exemptions, etc. 


In addition, any investigation of any abatement request 
referred to the State Tax Commission indicating an assess - 
ment, in excess of this 42% level would be promptly ordered 
abated by the Commission. 


Since the previous level of assessment had been at 46% for 
several years this resulted in an intensive study of certain 
areas of our City where, according to surveys made by Mr. 
Alexander Standish our previous assessor, properties were 
possibly over-assessed and others under-assessed in light 
of the new 42% level.

Education 


Approximately 66% of the graduating class of 1965 have 
entered institutions of higher learning. Approximately 41% 
of these entered four-year colleges. It is interesting to note 
that these figures have remained quite constant for the past 
three years. A great deal of planning and initiative on the 
part of guidance counselors, teachers, and school adminis - 
trators is necessary to keep these figures among the highest 
in the State of New Hampshire. 


The Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 made 
possible several noteworthy assistance programs available 
to the local schools both public and private. Our Senior 
High School will house some $14,000 worth of additional 
books and reference materials available to teachers and 
students locally.

At this writing an adult basic education program is under 
way providing instruction to some 36 adults who never went 
beyond grade eight. This project is made possible through 
the Office of Economic Opportunity and is offered free of 
charge two evenings per week. 


During the summer of 1966 a six week program entitled 
"Operation Headstart'' will be conducted. This project will 
involve an estimated 90 pre-school children who ordinarily 
would enter school lacking many experiences which tend to 
make for an easier school adjustment. Annual Summer 
School Program of remedial and enrichment classes was 
conducted and proved most satisfactory.

The Public Library was a busy place in 1965. Approximately 
86,000 books were issued for home use and many thousands 
more were reserved for use in the library by High School 
students. There was a definite increase in the use of refer- 
ence Books in the building and magazine articles were in 


great demand. 


Ten or twelve classroom collections were sent out to the 
schools in the outskirts of the city so that children in distant 


areas could have the use of the library facilities. 


There was an increased amount of research work done by the 
adult population on family histories and vital records. Many 
of our summer visitors were pleased with the records they 
found available at the library. We gave much assistance to 
the City Clerk, the Chamber of Commerce and the Ports- 
mouth Herald reporters who were in search of historical 
facts. We also served many students from the University of 
New Hampshire, Exeter Academy and the United States 
Naval Academy. 


The Library facilities were used by the University of New 
Hampshire Educational Group which produced the documen- 
tary film over WENH-TV called Strawbery Banke. Our Trus- 
tee, Mrs. Natalie Fenwick wrote the entire script for this film, 
doing much of the work in our library, using our maps, pic- 
tures, sketches, and histories. 


The Portsmouth Public Library became an Affiliated Library, 
joining many other New Hampshire libraries in the State 
wide Library Program. By this act we were entitled to a gift 
of $125.00 which was used for a 1965 edition of the World 
Book Encyclopedia for our young people. We received 50 


books for children from the Kiwanis Club of Portsmouth in 
commemoration of the 50th anniversary of the Kiwanis Club. 


During the year 1965 — 1,979 new titles were placed on our 
shelves, of this number 653 titles were for children or young 
readers. ALA (American Library Association) statistics in- 
dicate that 1/3 of books purchased by library should be for 
young readers. They also indicate that their circulation of 
books should be about 1/3 of the entire lot. Our figures for 
1965 show the Juvenile circulation was 23,897; the Adult 
fiction, 33,274 and the Adult non-fiction, 28,557. 


Portsmouth Public Library 


During the year we registered 858 adult readers and 436 
children, a total of 1,294. These were new readers who had 


never used the library before. 


Special displays of books were made during National Library 
Week and during Book Week. More than 100 new titles were 
available for young readers.

In the year of 1965 the City of Portsmouth continued its 
rate of growth in all areas of activities with the result that 
such growth and the city's many activities were reflected 
within this office of the City Attorney during the year. 


The City Attorney is a part-time employee of the City and 
maintains his own office, dividing his time between the City 
and his private law practice. In accordance with the Adminis - 
trative Code as adopted within the Municipal Ordinances 
the City Attorney acts as legal counsel and prosecuting attor- 
new for the Government of the City of Portsmouth. It is 
neither his duty or responsibility to act as a source of free 
legal advise for the entire populous although and erronously, 
many citizens believe this to be the case. 


In 1965 it was his task to draft all ordinances for the City 
Council, draft all legal documents such as contracts, deeds 
and easements and render legal opinions to the City Council 
and the various City departments and boards. He repre- 
sented the City in civil court actions such as the case of 
Mclees et al. v. The City of Portsmouth wherein the validity 
of the 1965 zoning ordinance was questioned and in addition 
it was his duty to prosecute a sizable number of contested 
criminal cases in the Portsmouth District Court. A further 
responsibility of the City Attorney was to be present at each 
City Council meeting so as to be available to advise that 
Body as to any question of law which might be raised and 
to render all necessary reports.

An additional order was approved in May 1966 for further purchases of needed radio 
equipment for the Police Department on the same basis. 


A training school was held and 9 auxiliary police officers were added to the roster, 
our present total of trained and qualified Auxiliary officers number 42. 


Our program papers are filed and approved for the period ending June 30, 1967, 
this qualified our City for continued purchases of emergency equipment on a 50/50 
basis with the Federal Government. 


Continued progress is being made in evaluating marking and stocking of ''Fall Out'' 
shelter areas. 


In order to follow our plan of operationsand to complete the reorganization we are at 
present moving our ''EOC"' to the Police Station and relocating in a hardened area. 


All Civil Defense emergency equipment and all Police, State Police and Sheriff's De- 
partment Radio equipment will be placed in this ''Hardened Area'' and remoted. It 
is our hope that all city Departments will soon move the Radio Emergency equipment 
to the hardened area. 


At the present time the City Warning system is being rechecked and put in ''tip-top'' 
condition. 


The federal government has approved our request for Federal aid covering salary, 
emergency telephone, etc. Effective July 1, 1966 the Director's Salary, Clerk's Salary 
(if necessary ) cost of office supplies, etc., will be on a matching funds basis. 


The Federal Government is at present installing a NAWAS Station at C.D. Head- 
quarters. Further information will be available at a later date. 


Our aims for the future are the continuation of training additional Auxiliary Police, Auxiliary 
Firemen, Medical Teams Communication and further the shelter program.

The total cost of operating the Finance Department for the 
year amounted to $22,674.57 including the cost of the annual 
audit by the State Tax Commission which amounted to 


$1,291.43. 


Payrolls were processed for 1,050 employees of whom 770 
were employed by the school department for a total expen- 
diture of $3,141,587.17 with deductions for income tax, social 
security, retirement, blue-cross insurance, union dues and 
credit union amounting to $664,835.88 leaving a balance of 
$2,476,751.29 as net ''take home pay" or purchasing power 
which is reflected in our local economy.

The total credit to revenue surplus for the year 1965 was 
again quite substantial amounting to $175,088.11 represent- 
ing an excess of actual over estimated revenue of $40,113.09 
and $134,975.02 from unexpended appropriation balances.

The municipal water department has an operating loss for 
1965 amounting to $62,517.89 and it appears that an in- 
crease in rates will have to be instituted to resolve the 
proper maintenance and support of the present departmental 
facilities.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 
The accounts and records of all city officials charged with 
the custody, receipt and disbursement of city funds were ex- 
amined and audited. An examination was made ofa sufficient 
number of vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks to satisfy 
the requirements of accepted standards of audit procedure. 
Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible. Book 


balances were verified by comparison with reconciled bank 
balances made from statements obtained from depository 


banks.
